SAYS WAR DIET

EATING NORMAL 


H. c. Shermat: professor of food 
chemistry, Columbia university, last 
night told the Chicago Institute of Med- 
icine of the “Fundamental Require- 
ments Human Nutrition.” The lec- 
ture illustrated with lantern slides. 

The speaker praised the rules laid 
down by Federal Food Administrator 
Hoover and said the nation would prof- 
it by the enforced war diet. The 
American people, he declared, are prone 
to excesses in eating and drinking and 
have needed a check to bring their 
consumption of food back to normal.

Gen. Treat based his recommendation

Ohio troops stationed at Montgomery, 

Ala. 

The plain intimation is given, how- ) 
ever, that men who desert in France 
may expect no leniency. — 

Gen. Treat, in calling attention to 
the number of cases of desertion in his 
division, declared: 

“As much as I regret the.necessity, 
I believe the supreme penalty should’ 
be meted out in flagrant cases in‘order 
to bring these young men to a realiza- 
tion of the enormity of the offense.”
